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The enclosed paper (written) and CRF (diskette) copies of the Sequence Listing are 
provided in response to the Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures ("Notice to 
Comply") and the Raw Sequence Listing Error Report ("Error Report") dated March 8, 2002 in 
the above referenced application. A copy of the Notice to Comply and the Error Report are also 
provided herein. 
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REMARKS 

The substitute Sequence Listing and CRF diskette are submitted in response to the Notice 
to Comply and the Raw Sequence Listing Error Report dated March 8, 2002. 

The Examiner is hereby requested to delete the Sequence Listing on pages 84-146 of the 
specification as filed, and substitute therefor pages 1-50 of the Sequence Listing submitted 
concurrently herewith. 

As directed in the Error Report, the Sequence Listing has been amended to include 
mandatory identifier field <160>. In addition, field <120> was corrected to show the correct title 
of the application, field <130> was corrected to show the current reference number of the 
application, fields <140> and <141> were added to list the application number and filing date, 
and multiple fields <150> and <151> were added to list priority application numbers and filing 
dates. These corrections to the Sequence Listing add no new matter to the specification. 

SEQ ID NOs: 1 14 -123, which were inadvertently omitted from the Sequence Listing as 
originally filed, have been added in the Sequence Listing submitted concurrently herewith. 
Support for SEQ ID NOs: 1 14-121 is found, for example, on page 35, line 19 to page 36, line 2 
of the specification as filed. Support for SEQ ID NOs: 122 and 123 is found, for example, on 
page 83 lines 1-3 of the specification as filed. These additions to the Sequence Listing add no 
new matter to the specification. 

The undersigned hereby states that the written Sequence Listing submitted concurrently 
herewith does not include matter which goes beyond the content of the application as filed, and 
that the information recorded on the diskette submitted concurrently herewith is identical to the 
written Sequence Listing submitted concurrently herewith.
